DEAR S1R,—I read with great interest your incisive 


remarks in your issue of Saturday last on a late ar- 


rest for theft, because they recalled a train of 
thought which had passed through my mind on 


| making a purchase of a bottle of pickles in a grocery 


store. 
I had previously seen in some paper an account of 


| the arrest of a woman upon whose person had been 
| found several articles without any “bills for them, 


| which seemed to be considered evidence against her. 

I made my purchase, and as I had a roll of woven 
wire in my hand and not wishing to carry two par- 
cels, asked the clerk to put the bottle inside the roll, 
which it just fitted without any wrapping, and he 
did so. I paid the price on the counter, when he 
settled down to make out a bill: my car came along 
and I left him at his job. 

Great Scott! Should I be arrested at the door for 
theft because my bottle had no store wrapping on it, 
and should the fact that I had no bill with it be con 
sidered any evidence against me? How is a pur- 
chaser to know what the rules of a store for the 
governance of the clerks are, and if he did, how could 
they effect him? Why should he care? 

You say the purchaser in violating the rules of the 
store “laid himself open to censure.” You're pretty 
level-headed, and perhaps may be right, but I don't 
agree with you. Why should he be censured for 
violating a rule he had no voice in framing? 

You alsosay: “ The departmental store assumes 
that if any person is found with an unparcelled 
article in his hands or pocket therefore he or she 
hath stolenit.” Isthat so? If soit'sa nice doctrine. 
Still, there does seem to be such a feeling existing, 
for only the other day I heard of one of our society 
ladies picking up an article and saying to the girl 
behind the counter; “ I'm not going to steal this ; I 
wish to see it in the light,” 

Why didn’t your lawyer who fought for his coffee 
pot but was worsted, go on with his proceedings not- 
withstanding the loss of the papers? Surely his 
own evidence was sufficient unless he was afraid of 
the evidence you mention in contradiction. 

ANOTHER LAWYER. 


I find that through an error the incident of 
the lawyer and the coffee-pot was said by me 
last week to have occurred at Simpson's, 
whereas it really occurred at John Eaton's. As 
this store did not, like Simpson's, rebuild, and as 
the firm's affairs are all mixed up, the lawyer 
naturally dropped his case. I quite agree with 
the views of *‘ Another Lawyer,” only that I 
think it might be reasonably argued that a 
merchant may make rules which the public must 
accept if they do business in his store—but 
certainly the policemen and the criminal courts 
should not enforce such rules. In nearly every 
case of an arrest for shop-lifting we find that 
the possession of goods without wrappers and 
bills is regarded as evidence of theft. To carry 
a shopping-bag will soon be suflicient to war- 
rant an arrest.
